In Florida 
the shortest day in the year is only about three hours shorter than the longest day, but along 
the northern border of 'the United States there\s a difference of nearlyVight hours. This, in 
part, accounts for the mildness of Florida winters anil the coolness of Florida summers. 1 he Gulf 
Stream brushes the southeastern shore of the State and also modifies the chmate.X

It lies between 24° 30' and 31° North latitude(a© 79° 48' and 87° 38' West longitude.

Its lowest was 0.2°, 1899, at Tallahassee.
